SECTION 1. The board of supervisors of Crawford Authorit y  to 
county are hereby authorized to pass an ordinance t7:w °irlidgInacalge, 
allowing horses, mules or cattle to run at large upon fact; eto run at 
lands in said county not enclosed by a lawful fence, 
with such restrictions as such board may deem proper; 
and said board may prescribe penalties for a violation 
of said ordinanance, [ordinance,] not at variance with 
the constitution and laws of this state. 

SECTION 2. Such ordinance and all changes made ordpairiles  to be 
therein shall be published for three weeks successively, P"  
in some newspaper published in said county, before said 
ordinance shall take effect. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
